CmoAoo, Jone 10.—Dixeotly after the 
receipt of important information by wire 
at 9 o'clock last night, Mr. Luke DiUon, 
secretary of the Clan-na-Qael executive 
committee said: 
**We will have the 
murderers of Dr. Oronin before two 
more weeks have gone by, just as sure 
as I sit here. 


Mr. Dillon indicated that his detec- 
tives or agents in an eastern oily are 
almost within readii of the principal in 
the foul murder and that his arrest will 
probably be the event of the next forty- 
eight hours, though it may be the mat^ 
ter of two weeks. 


"The murderers cannot escape," went 
on Mr. Dillon. "There are 15,000 loyal 
members of the United Brotherhood in 
this country—15,000 men who will act 
under my instructions and who are alert 
and resolved to apprehend the murder- 
ers. They cannot escape. 
We are em- 
ploying the most skillful detectives in 
tile country and our agents are at work 
in every ciiy in the United States." 


"What do you think of Patrick 
Egan's connection with this case?" 


"I am satisfied that he has no guilty 
connections with it. The only way I see 
he is brought into it is by the explana- 
tion of Lawyer Trude for Alexander Sul- 
livan, in which he says that the $100,- 
000 deposited at the Traders' bank was 
given him in trust by Eagan." 


Continuing, Mr. Dillon expressed the 
belief t^at Mr. Eagan did not give the 
money to Sullivan, but that the $100,000 
was stolen from the funds of the United 
Brotherhood. 
Mr. Dillon 
said that 
nothing needed to be more clearly proven 
to the world than that the United 
Brotherhood, as a society, was in no 
wise responsible for the great crime. 


The crime was planned by an able 
villian, and if any of the instruments in 
the doing thought they were serving the 
society they were deceived." 


AFTER THE MUBDEBEB. 


The police are very dose to the man 
who murdered Dr. Cronin. 
Captain 
Schnelker admitted this 
much, and 
Chief Hubbard confirmed the statement. 
From the clues that have been fumiah- 
ed them they have worked out a web of 
circumstantial 
evidence 
which will, 
sooner or later, ensnare every principal 
in the tragedy. They believe they are 
close on the heels of the man who hired 
the Carlston cottage and the flat at 117 
South Clark street. 


T h ^ are idso in possession of names 
of the Clan-na-Gael men who have been 
pointed out on every side as the ones 
who found Dr. Cronin guilty of the false 
charge of being a British spy and then 
sentenced him to be "removed" for his 
alleged infamy. A good many of the 
names have already been published. 
Some of the suspects have already ap- 
peared before the coroner's jury as wit- 
nesses. Captain Schnelker said last 
night that if his officers could locate a 
certain man he would probably order 
half a dozen arrests before daylight. 


There will be an arrest in New York 
to-day in connection with the Cronin 
butchery. The man who will be taken 
into custody is a prominent Irishman, 
but his name the authorities refuse to 
divulge. 
The arrest will be a surprise 
to many and will lead to sevend other 
arrests. Luke Dillon is responsible for 
the statement that one of the alleged 
conspirators is to be placed behind the 
bars to-day, and Chi^ Hubbard says 
that the man Mr. DiUon speaks of is in 
New Tork and wiU be arrested there. 


John F. Beggs, the senior guardian 
of camp 96, now called camp 20, of the 
U. B., the friend of Alexander Sullivan 
and the comrade of Lawrence Buckley 
in the journey east about the time of 
Dr. dronin's murder, was expelled from 
his camp Friday night.

This much advertised 
and loudly trumpeted English patent 
was completely smashenl.

These pat- 
ents have been assigned to the Fort 
Wayne Jenney company. A patent was 
granted to him covering broadly t^e 
fundamental principals of the induction 
system. On that patent this suit has 
been brought at Indianapolis by the 
Fort Wayne Jenney electric light oom- 
pany against the Evansville gas and 
electric light company, a user of the 
Westinghouse apparatus. 


This suit is of great interest. It brings 
two powerful combatants into the ring. 
The Fort Wayne Jenny cmnpany has no 
experience of defeats in its history. Its 
victories in its two great patent suits, 
first over the Brush company and then 
over the Westinghouse company have 
made it famous throughout the country. 
The issue in this suit is life or death to 
the Westinghouse company. 
If the 
Westinghouse company is beaten in this 
suit it must retire from the field and the 
Fort Wayne company will collect large 
damages from the users of the Westing- 
house apparatus. 


The progress of this suit will b& 
watched with the greatest interest by 
electrician patent lawyers and the pub- 
lic generally.

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 10.—The stoty 
published yesterday to the effect that 
the citizens of Woodvale were living on 
horse flesh cut lk>m the^ead carcasses 
lying along the shores of the Cone- 
maugh river, has created a perfect furore 
of indignation 
among the people 
throughout the valley. The statement 
is positively denied. There is abund- 
ance of supplies for all present wants, 
and a large number of loaded cars are 
near at hand. 


Last evening a badly wrecked resi- 
dence, blocking one of the principal 
streets in Kemville, was set on fire and 
the 
obstruction 
quickly 
removed. 
The experiment, while satisfoctory in 
some respects, came near being disas- 
trous to tiie surrounding property and 
will not be repeated. 


While the workmen were removing 
the debris from near the Merchanfg 
hotel, yesterday afternoon, the body of a 
horse standing erect with saddle and 
bridle on, was unearthed. Along side of 
the animal was the body of Blaine Zim- 
merman, a young attorney, who had evi- 
dently been overtaken by the flood at 
the point where his body was discovered. 


The Qrand Army Post of Johnstown 
report that out of a membership of 805, 
they have positive evidence of the loss 
of only five members. 
Four mere are 
yetmising. Ninety-nine of the G. A. 
B. lost everything they owned in the 
world. 


Bev. Maguire, pastor of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, stated this morning 
that ont of his congregation, having a 
membership of 1,006, thus far only 
thirty-five 
have 
been 
accounted 
for. He does not claim that all of the 
balance of his flock were swept away. 
but it is known that many of them were. 


Bain began falling at 4 o'clock this 
morning and is now coming down in a 
pour.

The bodies recovered yesterday were 
all in such an aJvanced state of decom- 
position that it was necessary to pour 
disinfectants onto the dothing before 
the workmen could handle them.

The Cincinnati Enquirer of yesterday 
has the following about a former Fort 
Wayne girl: 


If the stoty of Annie Sommers be 
true, she has a sad history. 


Yesterday morning she was in the pro- 
bate court for examinatio!? as to her 
mental condition. 
On Friday last, it 
was aUeged that she set fire to some 
brooms in tiie jail and almost suffocated 
every one there with the smd^e. She 
seemed rational yesterday morning, and 
diking 
very 
intelligently 
told her 
story. 


She said die was twenty-four years 
old. A few years ago she lived at Fort 
Wayne, Ind., with her mother and a 
brother and 
sister. Her father was 
dead. She alleged that her brother, 
%hoisa railroad engineer, treated her 
witii such cruelty that she was glad to 
leave home. He whipped her with a 
rawhide in a most cruel manner, on her 
bare back. 
One night she went to a 
dance with a young man named Jones, 
a clerk in the drug store of a Mr. Bond, 
against her brother's wishes. When she 
returned he refused to permit her to en- 
ter the house. 
She went with Jones to 
his room over the drug store, and re- 
mained tiiere three weeks. 


Then she went to Lafayette, Ind., and 
entered upon a life of shame. From 
there she went to Indianapolis, and then 
came here about a year and a half ago. 
It appears that die sunk lower and lower 
in depravity until she became a fre- 
quenter of low places kept by colored 
persons, and was a wanderer on the 
streets, witiiout home or friends. She 
was sent to the work house for loitering, 
and two weeks ago was sent to jail on the 
same charge. Strong drink has im- 
paired her mental faculties some, per- 
haps, but she is not insane. She still 
has traces of what must have once been 
a rather handsome face and form. 


She seems to be so deprav^ now, 
however, as not to care what becomes of 
her. As she expressed it: "Everyone 
seems to pick on me. I have no home 
and the police arrest me on the dight- 
est provocation." If her story be true, 
and it has elements of truth, her brother 
and the man who ruined her and sent 
her forth to a life of shame have much 
to account for. 


She was returned to jail to complete 
her sentence.

as I sit here." 


Mr. Dillon indicated that his detec- 


tives or agents in an eastern city are 
almost within reach of the principal in 
the fonl murder and that his arrest will 
probably be the event of the next forty- 
eight hours, though it may be the mat- 
ter of two weeks. 


"The murderers cannot escape," went 


on Mr. Dillon. "There are 15,000 loyal 
members of the United Brotherhood in 
this country— 15,000 men who will act 
under my instructions and who are alert 
and resolved to apprehend the murder- 
ers. They cannot escape. 
We ore em- 


ploying the most skillful detectives in 
the country and oar agents are at work 
in every oily in the United States." 


"What do you think of Patrick 


Egan's connection with this ease?" 


"I am satisfied that he has no guilty 


connections with it The only way I see 
he is brought into it is by the explana- 
tion of lawyer Trade for Alexander Sul- 
livan, in which he says that the S100,- 
000 deposited at the Traders' bank was 
liven him in trust by Eagan." 


Continuing, Mr. Dillon expressed the 


belief that Mr. Eagan did not give the 
money to Sallivan, bat that the 1100,000 
was stolen from the lands of the United 
Brotherhood.

If tho story of Annie Summers be 


true, she has a sad history.

was alleged that she set fire to some 
brooms in the jail and almost suffocated 
every one there with tho smoke. 
She 


seemed rational yesterday morning, and 
talking 
very intelligently told her 


story. 


She said she was twenty-four years 


old. A few years ago she lived at Fort 
Wayne, Ind., with her mother and a 
brother and 
Bister. Her father was 


dead. She alleged that her brother, 
who is a railroad engineer, treated her 
with such cruelty that she was glad to 
leave home. He whipped her with a 
rawhide in a most cruel manner, on her 
bare back. 
One night she went to a 


dance with a young man named Jones, 
a clerk in the drug store of a Mr. Bond, 
against her brother's wishes. When «ho 
returned ho refused to permit her to en- 
ter tho house. 
She went with Jones to 


his room over the drug store, and re- 
mained there three weeks. 


Then she went to Lafayette, Ind., and 


entered upon a life of shame. From 
there she went to Indianapolis, and then 
came hero about a year and a half ago, 
It appears that she sunk lower and lower 
in depravity until she became a fro* 
qnenter of low places kept hy colored 
persons,- and was a wanderer on the 
streets, • without home or friends. She 
was Rent to the work house for loitering, 
and two weeks ago was sent to jail on the 
same charge. Strong drink has im- 
paired • her mental faculties some, per- 
haps, but she is not insane.
